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The  decision  of  the  minister  of  finance 
upon  the  protest  against  the  proposed  2  per 
cent,  dock  lax  upon  imports,  is  certainly 
wrong.  It  is  proposed  to  build  ait  expen- 
sive, obstructive  and  wholly  unnecessary 
system  i»l  ducks  in  this  bay  under  a  conces- 
sion iu  the  Coiule  de  Figtieiredo,  afterwards 
sold  to  the  Obras  Hydraulicas  company, 
and  to  impose  a  2  per  cent,  surtax  on  all 
imports  for  their  particular  advantage, 
whether  landed  at  these  docks,  or  not. 
As  the  enterprise  is  purely  a  private  specu- 
lation, and  not  a  necessary  public  work,  the 
merchants  were  fully  justified  in  their  pro- 
test againsi  this  tax,  and  the  minister  is  not 
justified  in  supporting  the  same  on  the 
ground  that  die  projected  works  are  a  pub- 
lic improvement.  Nothing  is  more  certain 
than  that  these  same  works  will  be  a  serious 
obstruction  to  this  harbor,  as  well  as  an  un- 
popular means  lor  imposing  further  burdens 
on  commerce.  It  is  absurd  in  the  first 
place  to  build  closed  masonry  tlocks  in  a 
deep-water  bay  where  the  tide  exerts  so 
slight  an  influence.  Such  docks  are  unnec- 
essary, and  the  money  expended  on  them 
will  be  wholly  wasted.  Skeleton  piers  run- 
ning out  from  the  shore  would  cost  only  a 
small  fraction  of  the  money  and  would 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  commerce 
more  economically  and  more  advantageous- 
ly than  the  projected  docks.  Under  these 
circumstances,  it  can  not  be  shown  that  the 
Figtieiredo  scheme  is  a  necessary  public 
improvement,  nor  that  the  government  has 
a  right  to  tax  commerce  for  its  support. 
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We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  or 
our  Brazilian  friends  to  ore  very  serious 
fact — .he  continued  existence  here  of  epi- 
demic yellow  fever  and  die  immense  injury 
which  it  is  causing  to  the  name  and  com- 
merce of  this  port,  It  is  bad  enough  to 
see  the  scores  of  good  men  carried  away  to 
the  cemeteries  because  of  the  incompetence 
and  neglect  of  those  entrusted  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  city,  but  it  isstill  worse 
when  we  find  that  not  only  is  the  reputa- 
tion ol  the  city  sufteriivj  serious  discredit, 
but  also  that  the  progress  of  the  country  is 
more  or  less  restricted  by  the  dread  occa- 
sioned by  these  epidemics.  We  know  of 
mercantile  enterprises  held  back  by  the  re- 
ports concerning  this  epidemic,  and  we 
know  of  decisions  against  settling  here  be- 
er use  of  the  terrible  loss  of  lie  year  after 
year  Coin  this  one  cause  alone.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  continued  reappearance  of 
yellow  'ever  is  largely  due  to  the  unsanitary 
condition  of  the  city  and  the  unhygienic 
customs  of  the  people,  the  responsibility  of 
course  belongs  to  th'SSe  who  are  entrusted 
with  the  administration  of  public  ai "airs  in 
this  capital.  This  year  almost  nothing  has 
been  done  to  improve  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  city.  The  speculators  have  of 
course  talked  much  about  the  removal  of 
hills,  the  creation  of  new  building  areas  by 
the  filling  in  of  the  shore  line,  and  the  con- 
struction of  hygienic  houses,  hut  the  Gam- 
b&a  and  Siuu'e  districts  remain  untouched, 
the  badly  paved  and  filthy  back  streets  re- 
main uncleaned,  the  pestiferous  rain-water 
drains  remain  clogged  with  dirt  ami  filth 
washed  in  from  the  pavements,  and  the 
enclosures  of  many  a  tenement  house  and 
private  residence  are  permitted  in  exist 
under  conditions  which  render  them  verit- 
able breeding  places  of  disease.  Much  nl 
the  unheallhfulncss  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is 
due  solely  to  die  ignorance  ami  uncleanli- 
ness  of  its  population,  and  the  remedy 
therefore  lies  in  an  intelligent  correction  of 
these  conditions.  Clean  streets  and  sewers, 
clean  and  well  ventilated  dwellings,  good 
food  and  ordinarily  decent  habits  will  do 
much  toward  seem  ing  this  city  against  these 
periodical  returns  of  yellow  fever,  while 
without  them  all  the  pretentious  schemes  so 
frequently  brought  forward  will  be  wholly 
in  vain. 

Whilk  we  may  not  doubt  the  sincerity 
ofSr.  Taunay  in  calling  the  recently  pub- 
lished confession  of  faitb  of  the  aged  ex - 
Emperor  "  one  of  the  finest,  most  sincere 
and  most  respected  documents  of  Brazilian 
history,"  we  shall  most  assuredly  dispute  his 
good  judgment  not  only  on  the  document 
itself,  but  in  giving  it  out  lor  publication, 
It  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  most-self- 
condemnatory  confessions  ever  published. 
We  can  not  doubt  the  patriotism  and  good 
purposes  of  the  Emperor,  but  the  painful 
part  of  it  is  the  self-evident  fact  that  while 
he  tried  si  much  he  accomplished  almost 
nothing.  He  was  a  dilettante  in  statecraft 
as  well  as  in  science  and  letters,  and  his 
example  had  a  terribly  fatal  ellecl  on  every 
one  around  him.  Dilettantetsm  has  been 
the  bane  of  Brazilian  political  and  intellec- 
tual life  irom  the  very  beginning,  and  much 
of  the  blame  for  all  this  must  rest  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  man  who  dabbled  in 
everything  new  and  then  failed  utterly  to 
engraft  cither  the  letter  or  spirit  tf  any 
sound  measure  in  the  hearts  of  his  people. 
The  verdict  of  history  will  not  be  against 
his  amiable  and  patriotic  purposes  nor 
against  his  benevolence  of  heart  and  simp- 
licity of  character,  but  it  will  be  against  him 
as  a  ruler  who  failed  to  understand  the 
conditions  which  surrounded  him.  and  who 
failed  to  accomplish  the  destiny  which  fate 
had  thrust  upon  him.  While  lie  was  dream- 
ing of  free  instruction,  fine  arts,  universities, 
philosophy,  religion,  and  all  that,  fully 
nine-tenths  of  his  subjects  grovelled  in 
ignorance  and  poverty.  Vie  studied  the 
economic  questions  of  his  day,  and  then 
permitted  a  handful  of  landowners  to  dom- 
inate his  country,  and  control  legislation 
for  their  own  selfish  uses.  He  dreamed  of 
the  abolition  of  slavery,  while  at  the  same 
time  frowning  upon  it  as  an  interference 
with  vested  rights.  He  desired  to  improve 
the  condition  and  extend  the  political  rights 
of  his  people,  and  yet  left  them  at  the  mercy 
of  some  of  the  most  unscrupulous  politicians 
who  ever  manipulated  an  election  or  direct- 
ed the  course  of  legislation.  It  may  be 
that  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  this 
respect  since  the  overthrow  of  the  monarchy, 
but  the  truth  still  must  be  confessed  that 
D.  Pedro  II  did  not  improve  his  opportuni- 
ties   to    advance    the    besl    interests   of   his 


country.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  because 
of  the  sympathy  which  we  feel  (or  him, 
we  heartily  regret  the  publication  of  this 
document,  li  may  have  been  written  only 
for  the  perusal  of  a  few  old  friends,  and 
through  an  impulse  which  he  could  not 
resist  ;  in  such  case  it  was  heartless  to  give 
it  so  great  a  publicity, 


Wi<:  trust  it  will  not  be  forgotten  in  the 
United  Slates  in  the  heal  and  hurry  of  prep- 
arations for  the  "commercial  invasion  of 
South  America,"  that  alter  all  only  two 
things  are  really  needed  for  the  work — 
capital  and  commercial  enterprise.  It  is  a 
waste  of  time  and  effort  to  send  scouting 
parties  to  spy  out  the  laud,  for  the  routes 
<if  commerce  have  long  been  known  and 
every  well  informed  merchant  knows  exactly 
what  the  elements  of  that  commerce  must 
be.  It  is  not  pillage  that  the  merchant  is 
:dter ;  it  is  simply  an  exchange  of  products, 
[f  he  wants  to  know  what  those  products 
are,  let  him  consult  any  geography  and  find 
out  how  lar  his  destination  is  from  the 
equator,  in  the  case  of  Brazil  he  will  not 
find  the  slightest  difficulty  in  deciding  that 
buffalo  robes  and  warming  pans  may  be 
left  at  home.  Enough  has  certainly  been 
written  about  Brazil  lo  give  him  some  idea 
of  the  wants  and  preferences  of  the  people. 
Flourishing  American  houses  were  in  exis- 
tence here  over  fifty  years  ago,  ami  others 
can  just  as  readily  be  established  now. 
There  was  a  time,  in  the  old  days  when 
commerce  depended  more  on  individual 
enterprise  ami  less  upon  official  pap,  when 
a  merchant  made  it  his  business  to  know 
personally  all  about  the  markets  where  In: 
proposed  to  trade.  He  never  dreamed  of 
waiting  for  a  roving  commission  composed 
of  a  lawyer  and  a  journalist  to  prepare  the 
way,  nor  tor  consular  officials  to  tell  him 
what  in  do.  The  two  guides  required  for 
his  enterprise  were  skill,  or  commercial 
training,  ami  personal  observation,  and  these 
guides  are  just  as  necessary  now  as  ever 
they  were.  It  may  be  predicted  that  no 
successful  trade  will  ever  be  built  up  by 
floating  exhibitions,  nor  by  commercial 
travellers.  If  American  merchants  will 
establish  commercial  houses  in  South  Ame- 
rica and  give  their  personal  attention  to  the 
development  of  trade,  their  chances  of  suc- 
cess are  just  as  good  as  those  ol  any  other 
nationality.  And  there  has  not  bee  1  a  Lime 
within  the  past  twenty-live  years  when 
American  houses  might  not  have  beenestab- 
lished  just  as  easily  as  German  or  English 
houses.  We  have  in  this  city  a  number  ol 
import  am  American  manufacturers  repre- 
sented by  foreign  business  houses,  and  we 
have  a  number  of  staple  American  products 
handled  solely  by  foreign  merchants.  Thai 
American  products  are  sold  here  at  all  is 
almost  wholly  due  to  Englishmen,  Germans, 
Portuguese  and  Brazilians.  This  is  some- 
tiling  for  the  "  invaders"  to  think  of  before 
Plaiting,  and  il  it  shall  lead  Lo  the  exporta- 
tion ol  a  lew  live  American  merchants  our 
suc:Lreslions  will  not  be  in  vain.

But  wlulsL  yen  have  been  calling  attention  to 
these  things  the  thoughts  of  the  good  people  of 
Rio  have  apparently  been  miming  in  quite  other 
directions.  They  are  ambitious,  it  would  seem,  to 
treaii  in  the  step's  of  their  Argentine  neighbors, 
and  must  needs  follow  their  example,  as  in  other 
things,  so  also  in  their  amusements.  Did  not 
Buenos  Aires,   just  before  the  great  crash  and  eol- 

ous  of  European  prima  donnas?  Then  Rio  must 
do  the  same,  however  fabulous  may  be  the  cost. 

Sober-minder  people  must  think  that,  with  the 
notorious  financial  difficulties  of  the  government, 
and  with  a  disastrous  commercial  crisis  impending, 
the  time  is  ill-chosen  for  such  outrageously  extrav- 
agant amusements;  and  certainly,  it  the  vast  sums 
to  be  spent  on  these  entertainments  were  laid  out 
in  providing  a  remedy  for  tile  barbarity  now  going 
on  at  the  yellow  lever  hospital,  the  civilized  world 
would  form  a  higher  opinion  of  the  good  sense  and 
right  feeling  ol  Hie  Brazilian  government  and  peo- 
ple. But  m  this  squandering  of  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands  of  pounds  to  hear  a  favorite  singer, 
whilst  hundreds  of  pour  yellow  fever  patients  are 
beui"  done  to  death  through  the  most  cruel  neglect 
do  we  not  see  an  instance  of  that  strange  inconsis- 
tency which  seems  characteristic  ol  Brazil?

to  him  on  his  return,  you  would  suppose  him  to 
have  been  the  saviour  of  his  country,  or  at  least  a 
successful  general  returning  with  the  glory  and

A  special  train,  gorgeous 
with  Hags,  conveyed  three  bands  of  music  to  our 
hero's  house,  whilst  some  sixty  carriages  formed 
ih"  procession  which  attended  our  illustrious  fellow 
cii/eii  lo  his  residence.

An  American  writer  once  said  that  "funerals 
arc  much  cultivated  at  I'ernambuco,"  and  certainly 
the  number  of  carriages  that  daily  follow  the  dead 
is  uui  a  little  remarkable.  Yet  the  principal  road 
leading  lo  ihe  public  cemetery  is  such  that  you  may 
sometimes  see  a  hearse  actually  stuck  fast  in  the 
mud,  and  if  the  driver  be  not  very  careful  to  dodge 
ill--  daneerous  holes  and  pitfalls  in  his  way,  he 
imM  infallibly  oveitum  his  vehicle.  It  is  no  an- 
common  thing  fo ■  carriages  following  the  hearse  to 
come  lo  a  stand  in  attempting  to  plow  their  way 
tlii-mgh  1  he  deep  sand,  the  mourners  being  com- 
pelled to  descend,  and  perhaps  help  the  overtaxed 
horses.  There  is  one  part  of  this  road  that  was 
foimerly  macadamized,  hut  sixteen  years  ago  it 
wa,  already  needing  repairs;  but  nothing  as  yet  has 
been  done  lo  il,  and  now  this  part  of  the  road  is 
pediaps  the  most  dangerous  of  all.

Comparing  the  character  and  amounts  of  the  ex- 
ports from  these  countries  with  their  imports,  il 
would  seem  that  there  is  much  truth  ill  the  general 
statement  that  they  buy  all  they  consume  and  sell 
all  they  produce.  Whatever  may  he  the  imme- 
diate outcome  of  this  traveling  exposition  of  our 
manufacturers,  the  ultimate  result  cannot  bin  he 
beneficial  to  the  trade  between  the  South  American 
countries  and  this.

A  few  private  cot  [Mirations  ha  -  acquired,  through 
correspondents,  information  sufficient  lo  carry  on 
successfully  trade  in  their  special  lines.  Manufac- 
turers must  gain  through  personal  contact  with 
southern  dealers  a  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  the 
demand  there  existing  for  their  products,  and  the 
changes  necessary  to  be  made  in  their  construction 
to  adapt  them  to  the  different  environments  to 
which  ihe  southern  consumer  is  subjected. 

To  afford  the  means  for  securing  this  acquaint- 
ance and  for  studying  southern  markets  a  fleet  of 
three  vessels,  carrying  American  products  of  al- 
most every  description,  and  accompanied  by  the 
manufacturers  or  representatives  of  ihe  same,  is 
about  lo  he  sent  on  a  cruise  to  the  principal  ports 
td  Central  and  South  America.

The  San  Mateo 
will  be  reserved  for  carrying  agricultural  and  other 
heavy  machinery,  while  the'  other  two  steamers 
will  be  filled  with  products  ol  lighter  weight  and 
smaller  bulk.  The  vessels  will  leave  New  York 
about  June  1  and  the  cruise  will  cover  about  five 
months.  Slops  will  be  made  on  the  outward  trip 
at  Havana,  Para,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  Montevideo,  Buenos

—  It  is  stated  that  in  ihe  recent  election  in

— Small-pox  has  made  its  appearance  in  several 
provincial  towns. 

—The  formal  opening  <»f  the  Parana  constituent 
assembly  occurred  on  the  30th  nil, 

— The  steamer  flotrox  received  al  Victoria  4,- 
900  bags  of  coffee  valued  at  25o,68o$ooo. 

—The  preparatory  sessions  of  the  Espirilo  Santo 
constituent  assembly  were  opened  on  the  1st  insl. 

—There  was  a  fight  in  Santos  on  the  29th 
ult.  between  parlies  of  Italians  and  Portuguese, 
several  being  injured  on  both  sides. 

—There  is  a  lack  of  water  in  S,  Paulo,  and 
much  complaint  against  the  Compaiihia  Cantareira. 
The  latter  has  demonstrated,  however,  llial  the 
supply  at  the  Cantareira  sources  is  much  below  the 
normal  quantity. 

—The  S.  Paulo  constituent  assembly  began  lis 
preparatory  sessions  on  the  1st  Insl.  A  proposal 
was  made  to  elect  the  governor  before  adopting 
the  constitution,  which  would  be  a  very  strange 
proceeding,  at  best, 

—The  unquenchable  tribune,  Marlins  Junior, 
left  Pernambuco  for  this  capital  on  the  3.1st  ult. 
In  Alagoas  the  constituent  assembly  received  him 
with  exceptional  honors  and  gave  him  an  opportu- 
nity lo  make  a  speech, 

—  The  S.  Paulo  police  is  going  lo  rent  a  room 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  permanent  exhib- 
ition of  the  photographs  of  pick-pockets,  burglars 
and  murderers.  It  ought  to  compete  with  Mine. 
Tusseaud's  chamber  of  horrors. 

—  Il  is  stated  that  Gen.  Cesario  Alvim  has  de- 
clined tile  directorship  of  n  bank  on  the  ground 
that  he  is  a  candidate  for  the  presidency  of  Minns 
Geraes,  He  entertains  no  doubts,  however,  as  to 
his  fitness  for  a  bank  presidency  ! 

—  In  the  jail  of  Cachoeira,  Bahla,  a  prisoner 
accused  of  robbery,  borrowed  a  suit  ol  clothes  from 
a  fellow  prisoner  in  order  that  he  might  present  a 
respectable  appearance  before  the  jury,  lie  was 
acquitted  and  then  forgot  to  return  the  borrowed 
clothes. 

— The  preparatory  sessions  of  the  Sao  Paulo 
constituent  assembly  were  opened  yesterday.  The 
name  of  Dr.  America  Braziliense,  provisional  gov- 
ernor and  recently  appointed  minister  of  finance,  i- 
almost  the  only  one  mentioned  for  the  governor- 
ship. 

—  The  i'aulista  theatrical  company  is  going  lo 
ereri  a  large  building  for  plays,  concerts  and 
circuses.  Tile  ground  has  already  been  bought 
and  the  work  on  Hie  building  will  shortly  begin. 
We  trust  thai  wire  fencing  will  be  used  as  sparingly 
as  possible  in  the  enterprise. 

—  Dr.  Koch's  lymph  has  been  injected  into 
three  persons  in  Campinas.  It  is  staled  that  the 
appetite  of  one  of  the  patients  lias  greatly  increas- 
ed, but  this  must  lie  a  mistake,  as  we  have  always 
understood  that  the  effect  of  the  lymph  is  lo  cure 
and  not  to  promote  consumption. 

—  There  was  a  stormy  scene  in  the  Sergipe 
legislature  on  the  261I1.  The  president  wished  lo 
promulgate  the  constitution  before  it  was  engrossed 
and  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  gubernatorial  election. 
Against  this  some  of  the  members  protested,  and 
the  sitting  closed  in  the  midst  of  uproar. 

— One  of  the  first  steps  taken  by  a  candidate  for 
the  governorship  of  Sergipe  was  lo  visit  the 
quarlel  and  compliment  the  officers  and  soldiers  on 
their  discipline.  There  may  be  no  Irish  vote  to 
conciliate  in  Brazil,  but  the  military  element  seems 
to  be  playing  that  role  with  conspicious  success. 

—On  the  30th  ult.  a  powder  factory  exploded 
at  Para  killing  5  men  certainly  and  it  is  sus- 
pected there  are  more  victims.  About  a  ton- 
and-a-half  of  powder  was  in  the  factory.  These 
explosions  seem  to  be  becoming  very  frequent  at 
Para,  for,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  this  is  the  third 
within  a  few  months. 

—  A  telegram  ol  the  29th  ult.  from  Alagoas, 
says  that  the  election  of  Gen.  Deodoio's  brother, 
Pedro  Paulino,  to  the  office  of  governor  of  that 
state  is  considered  certain  and  that  the  present 
governor  is  working  to  have  himself  elected 
lieutenant-governor.  He  has  informed  the  legisla- 
ture of  what  it  is  expected  to  do. 

— A  collision  occurred  at  the  mouth  of  the  Para 
river  on  the  9th  ult.  between  the  Portuguese  bark 
Fortuna  and  the  British  sieamer  Ambrose.  The 
former  was  bound  Irom  Manaos  to  London  with  a 
cargo  of  caslanhas  and  suffered  damages  to  an 
estimated  amount  of  5,000$.  The  steamer  sus- 
tained damages  estimated  at  8,000$. 

—  The  slate  of  affairs  in  Formiga,  Minas  Geraes, 
is  by  no  means  pleasant.  According  to  a  local 
paper,  the  municipal  judge  has  written  to  the  mi- 
nister of  justice  informing  him  that  the  district 
judge,  Deputy  Pires  Ferreira,  the  police  delegate, 
Barao  de  Piumby,  and  other  important  persons  are 
disorderly,  seditious  and  murderous. 

—  The  cadets  sent  from  Porto  Alegre  lo  S.  Ga- 
briel, on  reaching  the  station  of  Umbii,  found  that 
no  conveyance  had  been  provided  for  them  and 
proceeded  to  make  the  rest  of  the  journey  on  fool. 
The  people  of  S.  Gabriel,  hearing  of  this,  sent 
horses  and  carls  to  meet  them,  and  the  cadets 
entered  the  city  in  the  midst  of  acclamations. 

— The  governor  of  S.  Paulo  has  increased  the 
pay  ol  the  e.nployes  of  tbe  secretary's  department, 
of  the  treasury,  of  the  public  instruction  bureau, 
of  the  insane  asylum  and  of  the  penitentiary,  and 
now  the  employes  of  the  immigration  bureau  wish 
their  pay  increased  also.  But,  who  is  to  increase 
the  pay  of  the  taxpayer  so  as  to  enable  him  to 
meet  all  these  extra  expenses  ? 

—  Some  of  the  members  ol  the  Rio  de  Janeiro 
legislature  are  circulating  subscription  papers  to 
pay  for  a  painting  representing  the  opening  of  that 
body.  They  are  wasting  their  time  and  money. 
The  manner  in  which  they  were  elected  and  the 
hasle  with  which  they  chose  Porlella  as  governor 
and  approved  all  of  his  acts  without  examination. 
will  render  them  famous  without  the  assistance  of 
an  historical  painting. 


—The  Santos  police  have  discovered  a  pari  of 
the  goods  stolen  from  the  Lloyd  Brneilciro  ware- 
house in  thai  city  on  the  22nd  ult,  in  the  house  of  an 
Italian  peddler  named  Pietri.  A  cartman  imined 
Boa  Morte  was  arrested,  who  confessed  thai  lie 
carried  the  stolen  goods  lor  Pielri.  The  indications 
are  that  they  are  hoih  equally  guilty  of  the  crime. 

—  A  telegram  from  Sergipe,  dated  the  29II1  till., 
says  that  the  acting  governor  of  that  stale  has 
declared  the  legislature  adjourned  lo  the  10th  insl, 
The  members  of  the  legislature  met  at  the  hall  of 
the  municipal  council  and  passed  a  motion  declar- 
ing the  adjournment  illegal.  The  acting  governor 
has  posted  troops  at  the  legislative  building  to 
prevent  the  legislature  from  meeting.  II is  object 
is  said  to  be  to  gain  lime  for  maturing  his  plans  to 
cause  himself  10  be  elected  governor.  This  is 
what  Brazilian  republicans  call  the  free  organisation 
of  the  slates. 


Railroad    Notes 


—It  is  reported  ihat  the  government  has  decided 
lo  permit  the  establishment  of  a  new  street-car 
line  in  this  city. 

—  The  municipal  council  of  RioClaro,  S.  Paulo, 
has  approved  the  drawings  of  the  tramway  between 
that  city  and  Limeira, 

—A  train  was  derailed  on  the  29th  ult.  on  the 
Oesle  railway,  near  Casa  Branca,  and  several 
passengers  and  railway  employes  were  injured. 

—  The  minister  of  justice  has  instructed  the  pre- 
sident ol  the  civil  and  criminal  courl  to  inquire 
whether  the  Macahe"  railway  was  transferred  with- 
out payment  of  lax  on  the  transfer. 

—  A  later  telegram  from  Pernambuco  slates  thai 
the  accident  on  the  Limoeiro  railway  on  Hie  261I1 
ult.  was  a  derailment  and  not  a  collision  as  fust 
reported.  There  were  110  deaths  as  was  at  (irsl 
reported,  but  two  passengers  and  two  employes 
were  wounded.  The  damage  caused  by  the  acci- 
dent is  estimated  at  20,000$. 

—  At  the  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  (he 
Vincao  Ferrea  Sapucahy  company  011  the  251b  nil. 
a  proposition  was  approved  lo  change  two  shares 
with  70$  paid  for  <me  200$  .hare,  on  which  s»$ 
Iter  share  will  be  called  ;  to  give  one  share  for  every 
four  of  these  new  shares  upon  which  20$  will  be 
ciediled  and  lo  make  a  call  of  20$  per  share  on  the 
capital  ol  the  Sapucahy,  Monies  Glares,  Victoria 
and  Sul  Pauhsla  companies,  against  which  will  be 
credited  what  is  due  these  companies  by  the  Viaciio 
Ferrea. 

—  The  freight  on  a  ease  of  kerosene  Irom  Para- 
nagua  lo  Curityba  on  the  Parana  railway  is  2$Soo, 
besides  ihe  stale  lax  which  is  10  "/„  or  280  reis, 
making  a  tola!  of  3$oSo.  On  Ihe  Graeiosa  lurn- 
|.ike  between  the  same  two  points  Ihe  freight  vaiies 
horn  600  is.  to  1  $000.  The  freight  on  a  case  of 
matches  is  n$5oo  by  the  railway  and  3$ooo  by 
the  turnpike,  and  on  15  kilos  of  iron  495  reis  by 
ihe  former  and  from  200  to  250  by  Ihe  latter.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  jusl  why  this  road 
was  built. 

— A  very  singular  occurrence  took  place  at  Cru- 
zeiro on  the  night  of  the  271I1  nil.  A  clerk  and 
litter  m  the  employ  of  the  Minas  and  Rio  company 
succeeded  in  deceiving  the  watchman  at  the  lo- 
comotive sheds  and  obtained  possession  of  a 
locomotive.  The  watchman  suspected  something 
wrong  and  gave  Ihe  alarm,  but  before  the  police 
could  be  procured,  the  two  men  got  up  steam  and 
started  the  locomotive  up  the  line.  Their  steam 
gave  oul  at  the  end  of  the  first  kilometre,  however, 
where  they  were  overtaken  and  placed  under  ar- 
rest. Whether  they  were  drunk,  or  crazy,  is  not 
stated,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  no  man  in  the 
lull  possession  of  his  faculties  would  care  to  steal  a 
railway  locomotive. 


—According  to  our  Montevideo  exchanges  ihe 
American  and  English  naval  officers  there  have 
been  for  some  lime  very  nsetully  employed  in  giv- 
ing minislru!  enlerlainnients  for  the  amusement  of 
the  people  and  ihe  benefit  of  local  charities.  It 
may  seem  11  little  incongruous  lor  a  nnval  officer  to 
devote  so  much  attention  to  the  buffooneries  ol 
life,  but  il  is  perhaps  as  good  11s  anything  else  lo 
kill  time. 

—General  Donovan,  the  excellent  governor  of 
ihe  Chaco,  has  recently  returned  from  a  tour  over 
his  widely 'extended  domain.  Governor  Donovan 
purposes  trying  Ihe  experiment  of  loiiuding  Indian 
colonies  al  which  the  festive  aborigine  will  be 
treated  like  a  white  man,  and  encouraged  lo  show 
what  he  can  do  in  shoving  forward  the  slow-going 
car  of  civilization.  General  Donovan  deserves 
every  encouragement  in  this  humanitarian  endea- 
vour and  we  hope  it  may  be  given  him  by  the 
public  powers. — AtgmtiiU  News, 

—Tbe  proposed  new  Banco  da  Republic  1,  of 
Buenos  Aires,  which  is  to  lake  the  place  of  the 
Banco  Nacional,  is  to  have  u  capital  of  $30,000,000 
currency  and  $20,000,000  specie.  It  is  to  be  self- 
governing  (by  ihe  shareholders)  except  in  regard 
to  the  chairman  ol  the  Iward  of  directors,  who  will 
be  chosen  by  the  government,  Two  "sydics"  will 
be  chosen,  one  by  the  government  and  ihe  other 
by  the  shareholdefSr^^Uie  bank  is  not  lo  exercise 
ils  right  of  issue  until  the  present  currency  is  all 
called  in,  Until  then  the  treasury  will  issue  all 
the  notes  required,  This  experiment  with  a  gold 
and  paper  capital  will  be  watched  with  interest.

—The  situation  in  Argentina  seems  to  be  lie- 
coming  critical  again.  A  telegram  of  the  31st  ult. 
says  that  the  troops  are  held  in  readiness. 

—The  British  minister  at  Montevideo  gave  a 
dinner  lo  the  British  merchants  and  others  in 
that  cily  on  the  30th  nit.,  in  honor  of  the  Queen's 
birthday. 

—A  "run"  on  the  private  banks  is  in  progress 
in  Buenos  Aires.  There  was  a  general  panic  yes- 
terday, and  the  banks  and  Congress  were  guarded 
by  the  police. 

—The  U,  S.  transport  Tallapoosa  and  corvette 
Essex  leit  Montevideo  for  Buenos  Aires  on  the 
19th  ult.  The  British  gunboat  Beagle  lefl  on  the 
same  day  for  Buenos  Aires  and  the  Rio  Uruguay. 

—Saturday's  gold  quotations  in  Buenos  Aires 
reached  $21.60  per  pound  sterling,  or  $423  cur- 
rency for  $100  gold.  The  situation  was  con- 
sidered alarming,  and  precautions  were  taken  to 
protect  the  batiks  and  the  bolsa, 

—The  North  American  capitalists  have  sent  a 
representative  lo  this  country  to  purchase  large 
tracts  of  land  for  them.  This  is  a  lucky  move  for 
Argentina,  as  it  means  both  an  inflow  ol  capital 
and  civilization,  two  rather  important  items  at  the 
present  time. — Argentine  News. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  Provincial  Bank  has  ad- 
opted the  expedient  ol  issuing  viseed  cheques 
against  deposits,  which  will  be  received  by  that 
and  the  mortgage  bank  in  payment  of  debts. 
The  Herald  says  this  will  be  a  new  issue  of 
paper  money  to  the  amount  of  $150,000,000. 

—Failing  to  obtain  the  desired  $100,000,000 
internal  loan,  the  Argentine  government  ordered 
the  subscriplion  closed,  suspended  further  calls 
on  the  subscriptions  received  and  then  authorized 
the  issue  ol  bonds  for  the  money  paid  in.  No 
question  appears  to  have  been  raked  as  to  the 
propriety  of  keeping  this  money. 
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-The  botanical  Garden  tramway  company  hns 
eoninbuted  1,000$  to  ihe  statue  ot  the  late  Gen. 
Benjamin  Constant,  which  is  lo  be  erected  in  front 
,,i   the  military  school. 

-On  tli.'  J.Sili  ult.  Dr.  Ferro  Cardoso  gave  a 
public  exhibition  of  his  mechanical  evaporator  for 
making  salt.  He  estimates  that  with  this  machine 
be  can"  make  salt  at  a  cost  of  70  reis  a  bushel. 

—  The  Italian  government  has  commissioned 
Prof.  Vincenzo  Grossi  lo  visit  Brazil  lor  liie  pur- 
pose ol  making  a  special  study  ol  commerce  and 
immigration.  Prof.  Grossi  embarked  lor  ibis  port 
at  Genoa  on  the  31st  nil. 

—  Deputy  llomero  Baptisla  says  that  it  is  not 
true  ihat  Gen.  Glycerio  clandesiinely  sold  lands  in 
ihe  S.  Gabriel  stock  farm.  What  he  did  was  to 
authorize,  si  ihe  request  ol  ihat  deputy,  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  colony  on  those  lands. 

—  On  the  30th  ult.  rumors  were  afloat  as  to  tbe 
health  of  President  Fonseca,  but  they  proved  to 
be  much  exaggerated,  and  the  President  is  now 
so  far  recovered,  from  what  is  reported  to  have 
been  an  asthmatic  atlack,  as   to  have   left  bis  bed. 

-Our  sympathies  are  extended  to  Sr.  Candido 
de  Oiiveira,  secretary  lor  war  in  ihe  Ouro  Preto 
government.  The  unfortunate  man  has  110  sooner 
relumed  from  his  exile,  than  he  has  been  elected 
president  of  a  company—the  Villa  Alfredo  Mon- 
tanha. 

—The  total  number  of  deaths  in  this  city  during 
the  past  week  was  390,  of  which  b'7  from  yellow 
fever,  7  typhoid  fever,  lo  pernicious  lever,  12 
small-pox,  2  beri-beri,  and  30  consumption.  Of 
the  total,  12S  were  classed  as  tndigenles  and  buried 
al  public  expense. 

—  Perhaps  someone  interested  will  let  us  know 
how  a  shareholder  in  any  of  ihe  numerous  com- 
panies organized  here  feels  when  he  examines  the 
morning  papers  and  finds  a  new  chamada  made 
upon  his  purse.  Blasphemy  will  hardly  serve 
such  a  case. 

—  il  is  worthy  of  altenliou  that  the  valuations  of 
free  goods  from  ihe  United  States  are  now  made  at 
the  highest  possible  figure  so  as  to  make  the  5%' 
expedient?  yield  as  much  as  possible.  It  can  hardly 
lie  considered  an  act  ol  good  faitli  to  make  these 
valuations  much  higher  than  the  actual  market 
price  of  the  goods. 

—It  is  a  good  sign  to  see  that  so  many  com- 
panies are  threatening  to  confiscate  the  shares  upon 
which  impecunious  holders  can  no  longer  pay  the 
calls.  The  directors  will  make  a  fat  living  out  of 
these  confiscated  shares,  but  ihey  will  have  10 
find  some  one  to  pay  cash  for  litem  first ;  and  in 
the  meantime  where  are  the  salaries  to  come  irom? 

—The  Portuguese  government  has  enabled  Sr.  Se- 
bastiao  Pinho  with  the  title  of  Conde  de  S.  Sebastiao 
de  Pinho.  As  the  new  earl  is  a  Portuguese  sub- 
ject he  has  every  right  lo  accept  a  title  at  his 
royal  master's  hands.  What  we  are  unable  to 
understand  is  that  a  citizen  of  the  Brazilian  re- 
public is  willing  to  accept  a  title  from  these  same 
royal  hands. 

—It  is  usually  considered  that  one  of  the  pur- 
poses ol  fusing  two  or  more  companies  in  one 
enterprise  is  to  reduce  expenses  of  ad  minis!  rati  on. 
Here  in  Rio  we  know  better  than  that;  for  when 
the  Lloyd  Biazileira  was  taken  over  by  the  Obras 
Publicas  the  directors  of  tbe  former,  we  hear, 
were  all  retained  as  managers  of  the  "  navigation 
branch  "  of  ihe  Obras  Publicas.

Ah 
micar  will  probably  doubt  ihe  statement  hereafter 
that   Brazil  is  a  free  republic. 

—The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  new 
penal  code  of  the  navy  reports  thai  this  code,  as 
published,  contains  some  clerical  errors  that  it  is 
necessary  lo  correct,  but  that  in  general  the  ob- 
jections made  to  it  are  unfounded. 

—Dr.  Ilonorio  Ribeiro  lias  been  permitted  to 
transfer  to  ihe  Banco  Viaciio  do  Brazil  bis  contract 
wiih  the  government  for  settling  immigrants.  We 
trust  the  projective  immigrant  has'  yielded  I  lr, 
Hono.io  a  good  profit. 

-Aitei  oider  has  been  restored  to  the  finances 
of  the  country,  winch  Gen.  Ruy  left  in  the  Utmost 
confusion,  the  next  thing  on  the  docket,  says  the 
Tempo,  is  to  change  ihe  present  electoral  law, 
which,  as  that  paper  truly  observes,  is  a  blot  on 
the  legislation  of  the  republic. 

'—Decree  No.  337,  of  the  23rd  ult.,  authorizes 
the  expropriation  of  land  at  Nova  Cintra  on  Sanla 
Thereza  hill  for  building  an  observatory  in  place 
of  Ihe  one  on  Morro  do  Castello.  Would  it  not  he 
good  policy  lo  wail  for  a  congressional  appro- 
priation ? 

—A  very  peculiar  species  of  bouhn-ard  was  in- 
augurated 0,1  the  28th  ult.  It  is  tube  known  as 
"Bandeira  Jr.,"  and  already  possesses  a  pottery, 
or  brick-factory,  a  tin-smiths'  shop  and  a  swee't- 
meats  and  pickle  factory;  none  of  which  seem  lo 
us  proper  leatures  tor  a  boulevard. 

—  [1  is  said  that  there  is  a  man  in  this  city  who 
makes  a  business  of  buying  old  matrasses  on  the 
island  of  Sapucnia,  where  the  garbage  of  the  city 
is  senl  lo  be  burned,  and  of  selling  ihe  straw  lo 
upholsterers,  The  board  of  health  ought  to  make 
this  man's  acquaintance,  and  without  any  cere- 
mony. 

—  LJemeluo  Urpin  and  others  have  requested  the 
government  lo  give  them  an  exclusive  privilege  for 
20  years  for  manufacturing  Singer  sewing  machines 
and  to  prohibit  during  tins  time  the  importation  of 
foreign  sewing  machines.  The  government  has 
declined  to  grant  ihis  modest  request. 

—  Ai  1  o'clock  p.  in.  on  the  29th  ult.,  two  shots 
were  fired  into  the  residence  of  Dr.  Salles  Guerra, 
situated  at  No.  32,  Rua  do  Marquez  de  Abranles. 
One  of  these  shols  took  effect  in  the  frame  of  a 
mirror,  and  ihe  other  wounded  a  servant  girl  who 
was  cleaning  Hie  glass.  The  police  is  trying  to 
learn  who  fired  the  shots. 

—  A  Lisbon  telegram  of  the  291I1  ult.  states  that 
the  capitalist  Sebastiao  Pinho  has  received  the  lille 
ol  count  from  the  Portuguese  government.  Since 
titles  have  been  abolished  here,  that  government 
has  the  field  to  itself  and  seems  disposed  to  make 
Ihe  most  of  it.  The  Portuguese  revenue  Irom 
Brazilian  vanity  ought  to  be  considerable. 

—Tile  custom-house  officials  secured  a  quantity 
of  contraband  jewellery  and  precious  stones  on  the 
2Slh  which  are  valued  at  about  23,000$.  Il  was 
attempted  to  smuggle  the  articles  in  the  lining  of  a 
case  containing  a  silver  tea-service  which  was  re- 
ceived by  the  sLeamer  Maqdatena  and  consigned  to 
the  firm  ol  Levy  Irmaos  &  Co. 

—On  the  28th  ult.  the  Diario  Official  published 
a  repori  from  a  special  Treasury  agent  sent  lo 
examine  ihe  liahia  custom-house,  in  which  ihe 
mosi  serious  charges  are  made  against  the  em- 
ploye's. So  serious  are  these  charges  that  it  seems 
impossible  lor  the  minister  of  finance  to  do  any- 
thing but  dismiss  the  whole  of  the  staff  at  the 
I  Bahia  custom-house.

Motel  ties  Elinngei's,  which  was  very  tastefully 
decorated  for  the  occasion.  There  were  twenty 
guests  present  and  the  dinner  passed  off  very 
pleasantly  and  successfully. 

—It  is  reported  that  the  Minas  stale  government 
has  cordially  received  Capt.  Alex.  Rodgers,  re- 
presentative ol  the  Colombian  exposition,  and  has 
appointed  Prof.  Gorceix  to  represent  thai  stale  in 
the  work  ol  preparing  an  exhibit.

There 
is  more  probability  of  the  Orientates  rearming  as- 
sistance from  lira/.il,  than  v/«-jwjn--ami  we  may 
add,  we  wish  they  did,  for  ii  would  give  the 
Brazilian  army  something  to  occupy  its  attention. 

—What  aie  the  authorities  going  to  do  about  the 
curb-stone  brokers?  In  spile  of  the  prohibition 
they  are  again  assembling  in  Rua  da  Atfandega, 
blocking  traffic  and  causing  serious  inconvenience 
in  the  business  houses  of  thai  locality,  Il  they 
want  to  live  on  such  speculations,  they  can  ea.sily 
afford  to  rent  a  saloon  for  the  purpose,  and  the 
police  should  see  that  they  do  it.  They  have  11,, 
right  to  stop  up  a  public  thoroughfare.

We 
know  how  many  technical  awl  official  reports  are 
prepared  there,  bill  surely  a  civil  code  can  hardly 
be  drawn  up  in  the  same  way  ! 

-We  desire  to  again  call  public  allenlion  lo  ihe 
brutalities  hourly  practised  in  this  city  by  cart  men, 
Irani  drivers,  and  others.  ||  i,  n  common  thing  to 
overload  carls,  and  then  when  the  animals  become 
exhausted,  or  are  unable  to  move  the  load,  ihey  are 
bealen  and  whipped  in  the  most  brutal  manner.  A 
lew  evenings  since  a  tram-driver  mi  the  Botanical 
Gardens  line  also  amused  himself  by  beating  a 
mule  with  an  iron  book.  These  offences  ought  to 
be  punished  severely. 

—President  Deodoro's  health  has  recently  been 
very  bad,  and  (or  some  days  be  lias  been  confined 
to  his  bed.  On  the  night  of  the  291I1  ult.  he  was 
sailed  with  a  violent  ailack  of  asthma,  and  011  ihe 
morning  of  the  30th  till,  reports  ol  his  death  were 
circulated  in  the  city,  \'o  definite  neiVs  was 
received  until  a  late  hour,  when  it  was  announced 
ihal  he  was  much  heller.  On  ihe  31-1  he  wis  able 
to  gel  up.  A  curious  feature  in  the  ease  was  the 
absence  of  any  public  bulletins,  or  trustworthy  in- 
formation as  to  his  condition.  Surely  Ihe  Presi- 
dent of  ihe  republic  is  of  enough  consequence  to 
warrant  bulletins  as  to  bis  condition  when  ill  ! 

— The  publication  of  ihe  incidents  connected 
with  Ihe  seduction  of  a  poor  girl  by  a  military 
officer  named  Espiriln  Santo,  who  sought  lo  con- 
ceal his  crime  and  responsibility  by  liithig  a  fel- 
low to  marry  the  gill,  has  led  Ihe  police  to  give 
publicity  to  several  other  cases  of  seduction 
which  were  being  kept  quiet  because  of  the  social 
Standing  of  the  criminals.  The  fiequency  of 
these  crimes  in  this  city  can  not  be  disputed,'  and 
il  is  lime  that  the  police  authorities  put  .1  slop 
to  ihe  shameful  protection  of  the  men  who  are 
responsible  lor  them.  If  the  press  would  take  the 
cases  up,  as  the  Jomal  has  recently  done,  there 
would  probably  be  less  crime  and  less  official 
protection, 

—  We  deeply  regret  to  bear,  just  as  we  are  going 
to  press,  of  ihe  death  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Winter 
from  yellow  fever  at  Carson's  Hotel  in  ibis  city. 
The  deceased  arrived  in  Rio  only  a  month  ago  as  a 
substitute  for  Mr.  Mosley,  chaplain  ol  the  English 
church,  who  returned  home  for  a  sis  months' 
vacation.  Unhappily  the  epidemic  was  slid  in 
progress  and  Mr.  Winter  was  called  upon  to 
minister  to  the  sick  and  dying,  and  to  perlorm  the 
lasl  sad  rites  for  the  dead  almost  daily.  IK-  was 
not  in  good  health  himself,  and  the  constant  labor 
and  exposure  which  be  was  called  upon  to  undergo 
made  him  an  easy  victim  to  the  fever,  Mr.  Winter- 
was  living  at  Candido's  in  Larangeiras  when  taken 
ill,  but  was  turned  out  of  the  bouse  because  ol  an 
unwillingness  to  have  a  fever  patient  there.  We 
can  not  condemn  this  brutal  treatment  of  fever 
patients  loo  severely,  Il  has  occurred  in  other 
hotels  also  and  has  been  the  cause,  we  fear,  of 
more  than  one  death.  In  this  connection  we 
can  not  praise  too  highly  the  action  of  Mr. 
W.  D.  Carson,  who  received  the  sick  man  and 
gave  up  his  own  room  to  him.  Such  acts  of 
generosity  and  humanity,  we  regret  to  say,  are 
infrequent  enough  lo  make  Mr,  Carson's  action 
deserving  of  the  fullest  recognition.

to  quality  and  quantity,  than  are  now  coming  in. 

Receipts  steadily  increase  and  exchange  became  very  much 
firmer  towards  the  end  of  the  past  week:  this  together  with 
ihe  withdrawal  of  exporters  has  caused  a  Weaker  feeling  and 
some  of  the  brokers  reduced  quotations  by  200  rs.  perarroba 
on  the  20.1I1  ulto.  but  the  stock  continues  so  moderate,  that 
the  appearance  of  a  buyer  would  probably  at  once  stiffen  up 
dealers.
